The present speaker of the House, Hiram |

ST.LOUIS BILLS OF LADING. 


Ample Terminal Facilities and Track- 
age on This Side. 

The Manufacturers’ Association issued 

early Monday morning an important letter 


to shippers. It reads as follows: 
The claim is made by interested parties that 
there is not depot room in St. Louis of sufficient 
facilities to handle the commerce of this city. 
Also that there is not trackage room enough fn 
this city to handle the commerce of the city. As 
a result of such claims {it is argued that the. traffic 
of this city would soon become congested, causing 
long delays and much Worry to the shippers. 
This claim is made by the roads terminating on 
the east side of the river and their allied interests 
—the transfer companies and the ferry companies. 
It is to the interest of these parties that the busl- 
ness should be hauled across the river by the dray- 
age process, and not be brought to this side in 
— loads and distributed from the stations in St. 
18. 
The fact of the business is that there is more 
idle depot room standing vacant to-day fn St. Louls 
than is dally in use in East St. Louis. There is 
more trackage in St. Louls that is not used than 
is daily used in East St. Louis. 
The Terminal Railroad has answered this propo 
sition by stating that in the event the East Side 
railroads desired to have goods censigned to the 
Terminal Railroad Association and to use its 
service on the west side of the river, if it did not 
have depot facilities, such would be built as rapidly 
as men, money and material could do the work. 
That would be an unnecessary expenditure, as 
there are now ample facilities unoccupied, upused 
and going to decay because of the fact that the 
Shippers of St. Louls have allowed those roads 
to adopt a cheaper plan for themselves and put 
into general use East St. Louls bills of lading on 
St. Louls commerce.

Sead to the St. Louis Manufacturers’ Association, 
1025 Century Building, for descriptive pamphlet 
giving full instructions how to ship and by what 
roads to ship. 
Place in your shipping rooms the circular that 
will be sent you, telling you what roads issue St. 
Louls bills of lading and what roads do not issue 
St. Louis bills of lading. Instruct your shipping 
clerks to ship by thage roads issuing St. Lonuls 
bills of lading and to request of all roads seeking 
your tonnage that they issue St. Louls bills of lad- 
ing.

VONDY’S GRIEF OVER HIS DOG. 


Architects Take a View of the Burned 
District and Are Said to Be Pre- 
paring Plans for New Structure. 


The burning of Sportsman’s Park Satur- 
day afternoon created widespread interest, 
and early Sunday morning the street cars 
leading out to the baseball grounds were 
loaded down with sightsers eager to see the 
ruins. 

As early as 10 o’clock Senter: thousands 
of persons were at the scene of Saturday's 
disastrous fire, and every one was surprised 
at the vast amount of damage done. 

Next to the pile of ashes and debris, the 
broken iron girders of the stand and the 
twisted bolts, interest attached to the work 
of the carpenters who had been epgaged all 


night putting up new fences, new seats and 
making all preparations for the crowd ex- 
pected at, the Sunday game 

There was one object in the ruins that 
attracted considerabie attention and that 
was the burned, swollen and lifeless body of 
Von der Ahe’s greyhound “Fly 

In recent years when al] mie’ dark to 

the old baseball king, and when friends 
were few and far between, there was one 
heart that never faltered and one friend 
who followed in his footsteps as in the 
halcyon days that were gone, — that 
friend was the lifeless thing lying out there 
Sunday on the ash pile. 
It ig said that when the fire broke out 
“Fly’’ was asleep in Von der Ahe’s room 
over the saloon in the baseball park. It is 
said too that Von der Ahe’s frantic efforts 
to get to this room were made more for the 
purpose of saving the dog than anything 
else and it is added that he would have 
gone there at the risk of his own life but 
that he was restrained by several friends 
who had to take hold of and main 
strength keep him away from the burning 
building. “Fly’’ had been Von der Ahe’s 
boon companion for ten years. He was 
smothered to death by the smoke. 

The scene Sunday morning at the ball 
ark was a busy one. Vondy was there in 
iis old clothes, his hat battered in and look- 
ing smoke-begrimed and dirty. He ex- 
plained to his friends that he had been up 
all night. He bossed the carpenters, or- 
dered the bartenders to put beer on tap, 
shdwed the fence diggers how to dig holes 
and did a thousand other things, all at one 
time. 

Muckenfuss and Hurst were also in the 
hustle and when afternoon came the r@n- 
agement of the Browns were ready and 
able to take care of the 7500 persons who 
had come out to see the game. 

The losses Saturday, the baseball man- 
agers say, will foot up $60,000. This in- 
cludes the receipts of Saturday’s game, the 
stock of liquors and cigars, which was 
stored under the stand and in the saloon 
proper, and the general damage done to the 
stands and buildings. 

To cover this loss there is an insurance 
of $34,008. A settlement will be made with 
the insurance companies at once and t™ 
rebuilding of the stands will be commenced 
immediately. Even Sunday architects were 
out viewing the place and talking with its 
owners about the buflding of a new stand.

Well-Known Merchant Gives Way to 
Despondency and Unexpectedly 
Puts an End to His 

Existence. 


In the presence of his son ané a clerk, 
Morris A. Baer, a well known hatter, shot 
a in the right temple, Monday morn- 
ng. 

He died 2 minutes later. 

The suicide was without warning. Baer 
had been pacing the floor with his hands 
behind him. Suddenly, as he was walking 
toward the front door, he whisked a revol- 
ver from his pocket and placed its muzzle 
against his head. 

The report startled his son, Harry Baer, 
and Albert Bohmeyer, a clerk, who were 
in the rear of the store. They reached the 
wounded man as he reeled and fell. Blood 
was streaming from a wound in front of his 
right ear. Dr. Garlock was summoned, but 
Baer was past medical aid. r 

His eon and clerk can assign no reason. 


Baer was 48 years old and lived with his 
family at 3514 Pine street. 

Baer had been in business at 614 North 
Broadway for years and was regarded as a 
prosperous merchant. Despite this there is 


evidence that financial reverses caused him 


to take his life. 

He went to the store early Monday morn- 
ing with his son, Harry.: Without removing 
his hat he went into the office and busied 
himself with the books. It was his:custom 
to go over the ledgers every morning, but 
Monday he remained in the office an hour 
longer than usual and seemed busier. He 
did not chat with his son, as was his wont, 
and he seemed preoccupied. Still he was 
cool and clear-headed and did nothing that 
foreshadowed the deed he ccmmitted later. 

It was nearly 10 o’clock when he finished 
his work in the office and walked out into 
the store. He assisted in waiting on two 
customers, showing no sign of excitement. 

When the customers had been disposed of 
he walked upsand down the store. His son 
spoke to him twice without receiving an 
answer. 

When he pulled his revolver he was 10 feet 
from the front door, in full view of passing 
crowds on Broadway. 

Neither his son nor the clerk saw the 
movement. When the muffled report of the 
revolver sounded they ran to the front of 
the store. 

The weapon was falling to the floor from 
the suicide’s nerveless hand. With blanched 
face and glazed eyes Baer was trying to 
clutch the counter for support. He fell 
heavily before the startled men reached him. 

A stream of blood on the right side of 
his head told where the bullet entered. 

Bohmeyer summoned Dr. Garlock. It 
was apparent that Baer was practically 
dead. Life was extinct when an ambulance 
arrived. 

Harry Baer refused to make a statement 
except to the police. He g-!d his father was 
in good spirits Sunday a:.d his manner was 
the same as usual Monday, except that he

On ‘her last trip she left Waterloo loaded 
flat with 300,000 feet of lumber, a lot of 
live etock and peanuts. At 11 p. m. Sun- 
day she struck a reef in front of Okaw 


Chute, this side of Chester, Ill. W. B. Plum- 
mer, agent of the company, was notified 
of the wreck by Capt. R. D. Morrow, Mon- 


day morning 

The aispatots says that the head of the 
boat lies in three feet of water, and the 
stern in 2% feet; that she broke in two and 
will be a total loss, but that a large propor- 
tion of the cargo can be saved. The boat 
was due here at noon Monday, and was 
billed to leave at 5 p. m.

The Mayflower was owned by the Tennés- 
see River Packet Co., and waa valued at 
$20,000 The loss is covered by insurance.

Sanely jealous and keeps a constant es- 
pionage on the premises. He suspected that 
his wifg was keeping company with some 
other man, but he was not certain. While 
his wife was absent he went to the house 
and attempted to make the children tell him 
the truth 

He took his 12-year-old gon and ques- 
tioned him. The little fellow said that no 
man ever came into the house. Lee would 
not believe ‘hhim and he took a rawhide with 
a loaded handle and cut the blood from his 
back. The boy howled with pain, but in- 
sisted that he could not tell anything, for 
he did not know anything. 

Then the jealous father turned his atten- 
tion to Ada. He took a cord and tied it 
tightly about the left thumb Then he 
stood on a chair and began drawing on 
the cord.

FEDERATION OF LABOR 
SHOWS PATRIOTISM. 


CHICAGO, April 18.—The Federation of 
Labor, at its regular weekly meeting, unan- 
imously adopted @ resolution that the peo- 
ple of this country should retaliate against 
any foreign country that might intermeddle 
in the present by refusing to buy its 
productions and manufactures. 

The paper, which was reported by Chalr- 
man Dold from the Committee on Resolu- 
tions and unanimously adopted without de- 
bate, was as follows: 

The delegates to the Chicago Federation 
of Labor, in regular council assembled, be- 
lieving it to be the duty of all citizens . to 
assist by honorable and legitimate means 


and probable hostilities with Spain, and 
realizing that oné or more supposed friend- 
ly nations are liable to give encouragement 
if not actual assistance to Spain we deciare 
therefore that whenever it becomes evident 
that any foreign nation or people exerts its 
or their influence detrimena] to the Iinter- 
ests of the United States in relation to the 
pending difficulties with-8 it becomes 
he individual duty of coe eltizen of the 

United States to abs from the use of 
or traffic in any article or commodity, 
either natural or manufactured. which is 
produced by such people or nation, and to 
effectuate this purpose we declare further 
that any person within the limits of the 
United States, who, with full knowledge of 
the fact, does, for the purpose of profit, 
deal in such articles, should not receive the 
patronage of any patrio tio American citizen. 
After this resolution had been adopted Sam- 
uel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, addressed the Federa- 
tion and among other matters touched on 
the war question. He sald he was not an 
eleventh hour convert to war with Spain. 
As long ago as the cinnati convention 
he had advocated a f; and a war 
for that purpose, if necessary.
